The Question of Income*. 


A New England newspaper recently published an article on 


the.queslion of incomes, flic liaecling being: "One's income 
always seems inadequate." 


That,was a good beginning. There arc comparatively few 


who do nol feel that their incomes are inadequate in these 
days of high costs for all 'the necessities of life. 
t13ut in the 


effort to increase their incomes to meet their growing ex- 
penses they are increasing the costs all the time. Those who 
work for wages are demanding and gelling more, and those 
who have anything to sell are demanding and getting more. 
These increases are fell to be necessary to meet Ihc high prices 
thai have to be paid for all thai one buys, and the result is that 
the tendency of prices is constantly upward. 


; Nevertheless '(his is nol the only reason why so many peo- 


ple consider their incomes inadequate to their needs. 
This 


leeling is not altogether the result of present conditions. H 
existed long before this period of inflation and (he chances-are 
that il will exist long after the return of normal conditions, 
which must conic sooner or later unless natural law has been 
changed. And there is no reason lo believe that natural law 
has been permanently set aside. 


' There can be no'doubt Ihal habits of extravagance are large- 


ly responsible for the fceling"lhal incomes are inadequate. 
People.who have incomes, that seem very large lo Ihose whose 
incomes art much less appear to be about as badly pinched as 
anybody, for the simple reason that their modes of living arc 
oira'-plaiie lo correspond, with Ihe result that they have to 
figure abdut as sharply'to make both ends meet as do their 
•poorer neighbors. 


A grcal many years ago Benjamin 1-ranklin, one of the 


Dealest American philosophers, lold how to make any income 
adcqua'tc, and his prescription was lo live within the income, 
no mailer how small il might be. That is really Ihc secret of 
making any income adequate, whether it-be large or small, 
and Ihe apparenlinabilily to doAthis is what is causing mosl 
people In' this day and generation to feel that their incomes are 
•not sufficient-.for tlveir needs. 


Dul.(here are people in the country who are able to practice 


this philosophy, although Ihey never heard of Benjamin 
I-ranklin. They are foreigners who came here wiih little or 
nothing, laid'their hands'to the first work Ihey could find lo 


• do, and who manage to save something out of their earnings, 
•however humble these may be. These are Ihc people who in 
time forge their way lo better things and reach positions where 
they have lillle fault to.find with Iheir incomes. The country 
is full of such examples, which are lo be found in every cily 
and town. 


Nol all can live as poor foreigners do when they firsl reach 


the country, nor is il necessary that they should. 
But if there 


could be a fuller realization of the great Irulh that if progress 
is (o be made on Ihc material side of life (he outgo must be 
less than the income (here would soon come a time when there 
would be less complaint about Ihe inadequacy of incomes than 
there is now.
